AN ELECANT HOME. 


The Fifth Avenue Mansion of the 
Late Paran Stevens, 


The Broad Corrider, Its Rich Carpetings | 


and Costly Statuary —Works of Art in. 
the Drawing Reom—Hotel Litigation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
, New Yorg, January 4—The Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel litigation, in which the children of 
Mrs. Param Stevens are seeking to have the 
lease of the hotel, made last June, to Alfred 
B. Darling individually, adjudged to have 
been made in behalf of the firm ef Darling, 
Hitchcock & Co,, is exciting a good deal of 
attention in society circles and among hotel 
keepers generally. A correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatcu called at Mrs. Param 
Stevens’ Fifth avenue residence yesterday aft- 
ernoon for the purpose of obtaiuving from her 
some inside facts not generally known con- 
cerning the relations between the copartner- 
ship firm which is running the hotel and the 
estate of the late Mr. Paran Stevens. The 
house, No. 244 Fifth avenue, is the central 
one in a block of fine brown stone mansions, 
having a frontage twice as broad as that of 
the adjoining building. Ascending the spa- 
cious brown stone steps the reporter rang 


the bell, ard the door was opened by a ser- 
vant im a black swallow-tail cvat and 
white tie. The attendant informed the re- 
porter that 
MES. STEVENS WAS OUT 
for a visit, but would presents return in a 
short time, and invited tie visitor into the 
drawing room. Passiag throngh tke tiled 
vestibule and the costiy stained giass doors, 
the reporter entered the broad corridor which 
extends along the full length of the house. It 
is a gallery rather than a hall, richly car- 
peted with the fimest specimens from the 
Persian looms. The walls are hung witb 
rare paintings, and in the niches are exquis- 
ite brouze statues and statuettes. A num- 
ber of chandeliers, containing hundreds of 
gas jets, hang pendant from the frescoed 
ceiling, and when ail lit up on reception 
evenings shed a brillian®? glow through the 
corridor. The drawing-room is to the right 
of the corrider and is divided into three sa- 
loens of irregular shape and size by heavy 
veivet hangings. Onentering the first im- 
pression created is one of inextricabie con- 
fusion, and it is only after a time that one 
perceives with what rare ariistic taste this 
very impression is created. Thus, there is 
only one lace curtain to each window, where 
there are usually two in other pariors. The 
heavy damask curtains and lambrequins of

There are probably a hundred articles of 
furniture in tne drawing-room, no three 
pieces of which are alike. The eye meets 
chairs of every conceivable shape and form— 
the Roman of every cenceivabie style—the 
Roman forum steols, in ebony and guilt, to 
the latest pearl-inilaid designs, tables as odd 
in structure as the chairs, tete-a-tetes curved 
in so many different ways that 
PERSONS MAY SIT 
at almost every angle toward each other. 
The Japanese and the antique may be said 
to predominate in the varieus styles. The 
coverings of the furniture are ef siik, velvet 
aod plush, generaliy of adark red or ma- 
roon, every light tint being carefully avoided. 
As to the works of artin the drawing-room 
the most striking is the marbie group of a 
husband and wife, the latter carrying an in- 
fant in her arms, escaping from the destruc- 
tion of Pompeii, which occupies the space 
between the frent windows. Other pieces of 
statuary, both in marble and in bronze, 
occupy pesitions in the drawing- 
rom. <A number of paintings are 
on easies, while the walis are 
hung with se many works of art that pict- 
ure crowds on picture from the wainscot- 
ing to the ceiling without any intervening 
space, It would forma large catalegue te 
only mention the subjects and the artists’ 
names. The collectien is a very choice one, 
and some of the canvasses quite large.

‘THE BOND CASE, 

Before the people of IJinois make up their 
minds to hang Mr. Montaomery for the 
crime of having been acquitied by a jury, it 
would be well to have the opinion of Ex-Sur- 
geon General WILLIAM A. HAMMOND or any 
other reputable specialist on diseases of 
women, as to whether it is possible that Eas- 
MA Bonpd may have been the victim of her 
own imagination. 

The editorial colamn of a daily paper is 
not the place for discussing delicate medical 
subjects, and we do not propose to go deeply 
into this question. But there are two circum- 
stances which support the charitable suppo- 
sition that Miss BOND may be mistaken. 

Before the trial the reports of her physical 
condition led to the belief that she was lying 
at death’s door. The truth probably was 
that she was subject to fainting spells and 
hysteria. But when she appeared in Court 
she is deseribed as looking plump and rosy, 
and weighing her full weight of one hundred 
and thirty pounds. 

The other circumstance is the way in 
which she overdid the business by indulging 
in midnight shrieks onthe night after the 
death of ABNER Bonn, the spirit of the 
dead man having made up its mind, after 
five hours of irresolute wandering in space, 
| to travel twenty-eight miles to visit her and 

inform her of what had happened. 

Now, any one who has read the trials of 
the Salem witches knows that two hundred 
years ago, inacountry settlement not wide- 
ly different from the rural life of Illinois to- 
day, girls and old women, not singly but by 
dozens, declared themselves to be the vic- 
tims of outrage. under circumstances’ which 
showed that they were merely the victims of 
illusions. Massachusetts is not alone in 
history. In England there was a similar de- 
lusion. In France hundreds of women testi- 
fied to impossible outrages when they knew 
that death was the result of their confes- 
sion. In Switzerland, in Italy and especial- 
lyin Germany, such delusions lasted for 
years, and caused thousands of deaths by 
the most terrible tortures. In the light of 
the facts of history it is quite as easy to be- 
lieve that Emma Bonp is the victim only of 
her own imagination as it is to believe that 
her three neighbors are guilty of the crime 
she imputes to them.

UNPOPULAR VERDICTS. 

The main responsibility for outbreaks of 
lynch law in this country rests with the 
newspapers, although they are always depre- 
cating and denouncing mob violence. When 
the pedple show a disposition to take the 
law into their own hands, whether to antici- 
pate er to reverse court judgments, they al- 
ways get plenty of good advice from the 
newspapers on the duty of bowing to the 
majesty of the law and on the policy gt per- 
mitting the law to take its course’ in all 
cases, But this sound adviee does not always 
counteract the constant efforts of the same 
papers to prevent the escape of the guilty 
and to impress upon the people the fact 
that the humanity of our law provides 
for the eseape of many a guilty per- 
son, even under the ‘purest and most 
rigid administration of public justice. 


The newspapers criticise all trials and 


| 


‘structions which compel jurymen to weigh 


jury verdicts from the same standpoint as 
the general public; the evidence is not pre- 
sented to them in that carefully sifted form 
in which it goes to q jury; they are not 
bound by the solemn obligations and in- 


the evidence impartially and carefully, un- 
der the awful consclousness that they will 
make themsel ves guilty of secret perjury 
and murder if they doom the accused while 
repressing a reasonable doubt as to the con- 
clusiveness of the proof against bim. Yet 
simultaneous with every interesting trial in 
court there is another trial ef the same case 
at the bar of public opinion, through the 
newspapers, and it frequently happens 
that these two trials reach opposite 
conclusions, simply because one is 
a trialin a forum whose motto is “Let no 
guilty man escape,” while the other is a 
trial according to provisions of law, purpose- 
ly framed to let ninety and nine guilty men 
escape rather than permit one innocent man 
to suffer unjustly. 

This is the reason why there is so much 
dissatisfaction with jury verdicts, so much 
said against jury trials, so much distrast of 
courts, such a tendency to set aside the ma- 
chinery of the law and to execute the judg- 
ment of the community or of the mob. In 
their efforts toinfluence juries and officers, 
by keeping publie sentiment excited in favor 
of a strict enforcement of the law, the news- 
papers have brought into action another 
dangerous foree. It is a force which pre- 
sents us the alternative of accepting lynch 
law with the motto ‘Let no guilty man es- 
cape,” or of learning to treat with more 
deference and acquiescence the decisions of 
tribunals that are organized to protect the 
innocent even at the coat of letting many

Mexican Trade. 
From the Repubiican. 

It would naturally be supposed that the demon- 
strations made by the Pusiness men of St. Louts 
during the recent visit of the leading citizens of 
Chihuahua, Mex., tothis city and the apparent 
eagerness with which the merchants and magu- 
faeturers availed themselves of an opportunity to 
open and establish commercial relations with the 
States of the Mexican Repubiie would have led to 
a lively struggle and competition for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the desirea rela- 
tions. It would seem, however, notwithstanding 
the adyantages and preferences secured to our 
city by the cordial reception and clever treatment 
of the Mexican visitors, that the business com- 
munity is slow in its efforts to secure their 
trade. Seeing an advertisement of a dealer 
in. agricultural implements for a _ traveling 
salesman abdle to speak Spanish, and inferring 
therefrom that an attempt wasat least being 
made to secure a market in Mexico for St. Louis 
manufactures, areporter of the Republican called 
upon some of the leading merchants to ascertain - 
what was being done in that direction. Informa- 
tion was sought from representatives of nearly 
every branch of industry, but the inquiry revealed 
a strange indifference and lack of business energy 
onthe part of even thoge who were most for- 
ward inthe entertainment of the excursionists 
from Chihuahus. In the saddlery sUstness Teta 
single dealer outof the many large houses was 
wiliing or desirous to do anything towards intro- 
ducing their gocds in Mexico. For th who had 
not yet shipped any goods to that uptry it 
seemed necessary to first learn what the beweia 
before taking any steps to secure it, but they Wd 
not propose to take any risk or put themselves to \ 


any trouble to obtain the neecessary te pont, s 


The dealersin iron and steel are quite positiv 
that they cannot compete with the English 
manufacturers, and they couldn’t be induced to 
attempt it. The grocers scout the idea of 
sending goods to Mexico, and would not take 
the trade if they could getit. Dealers in ban- 
ners, regalia and such articles, which should find 
a ready sale among the religious population and 
tbe civic and military societies, want to first 
hear from the inhabitants and learn what class of 
goods they need. The distillers, brewers and 
wholesale liquor dealers feel assured that pulque 
and mescal are quite sufficient to satisfy the 
wants of the Mexican, and even those who think 
that he might cultivate a taste for good liquors 
and brandies are of the opinion, gleaned from 
past experience, that the profits on the sales will 
not pay for the trouble of an acqnaintance with 
the Custom House officials. Dealers in railroad 
supplies have had so much annoyance in obtain- 
ing Mexican drafts in exchange for their goods, 
and in having‘the drafts, which are executed in 
Spanish, cashed, that they prefer to wait until the 
difficulties arising from the difference in language 
have been overcome. Dry govds and clothing 
merchants, shoe and hat dealers, druggists and 
others will wait until the duties imposed on their 
goods are removed by arevision of the treaty be- 
tween the two republics. Dealers in machinery 
and agricultural implements are almost alone in 
their efforts to find a marxet for their goods in 
Mexico. Nearly al) others are either indifferent 
or willing to leave the honor of discovering the 
advantages of commercial relations with Mexico 
to thelr more venturesome competitors of Chicago 
or elsewhere, 

Some labor under the impression that the rajl- 
roads discriminate in their freight rates in fayor 
‘of Chieago, whereas both Mr. Tredway of the 
freight bureau and Mr. Cahili of the Mexican 
Commercial Exchange are ready to make good 
any losses that may be proved to have resulted 
from such discrimination in any instance. 

From the attitude of the merchants, it is admit- 
ted that the trade of Mexico will afford immense 
advantages to American producers within a short 
time. The business men of St. Louls are too in- 
different to the resuit to make any effort toward 
being the first in the field, and being in readiness 
when the treaty mentioned has been revised, to 
take advantage of the acquaintance previously 
established, by the Introduction of their goods py 
advertising their wares or places of business, ~* 

In the meantime, while the merchants and 
manufacturers of St. Louls are watching and 
waiting, Micawber-like, their competitors of the 
East are zealously preparing for. the coming 
“boom,” which, when it does come, must recall! 
forcibly, if not regretfully, to St. Louis busivess 
men the wisdom of the old adage that it is too 
late to shut the stable-door when the colt is gone.

Myers, it will be remem- 
bered, ran the four quarters at Goulding’s 
aud Badger’s benefit on October 22, in 3 min. 
31 25 see., beating Charles Westhall’s record, 
3 min, 62 sec., achieved thirty years ago by 
2056 sec. The American amateur champion 
occupied but 44 min, 31 2-5 see. in completing 
the whole, while it was generally understood 


here for years that Westhall consumed the 
entire hour when he pnt his figures on record. 
Our English contemporary now furnishes 
the information that Westhall “was allowed 
ebisty minutes’ rest between each start,” 
which, if true, gives Myers the credit of cre- 
ating the record, for if Westhall had thirty 
minutes’ rest between each start it must 
have taken over four hours to have compieted 
the task. Our transtiantic contemporary 
may be right in saying that Westhall’s rec-

eral security has been a theme so thoroughly 
discussed by the newspapers that the sub- 

t js well-nizgh exhausted. Legislators 
save given the matter mature consideration 
and brought all the force of their. logic and 
eloquence to bear upon it. Laws have been 
enacted prescribing th@ maximum per- 
centage to charged and limiting 
the time within which a letge 
is redeemable, yet with all this, the 
same oppression exists and those who are 
compelled to resort to these shops to procure 
ready money, are outrageously robbed and 
swindled by the men who make a living and 
pile up fortunes by their nefarious busi 
ness. 

The propriety of organizing a Collateral 
Loan Company in St, Louis, for the purpose 
of lending money to the poor upon personal 
property and effects, at a reasonable rate of 
Interest, has provoked anew tbe dis- 
cussion regarding pawnbrokers, their dealing 
with the poor and the proper remedy. 
There is now In Boston an institution of this 
kind for making loans to the poor. The 
scope and workings of the company and the 
results so far achieved are now being consid- 
ered by a party of gentiemenin New York 
City. with a view to organizing a similar ona 
there. Mr. Henry E. Pellin, the Rev. R. 
Heber Newton and Mr. J, O. Woods are the 
geritiemen most fede em interested in 
the project. During Tweed’stime there was 
a bank chartered inthat city called the Loan 
Bank, which subserved pretty much the same 
purpose, butowing to bad management it 
soon passed into the hands of a receiver. The 
gentlemen above mentioned contemplate or- 
ganizing a company and either buying the 
charter of this bank or running their institu- 
tion under the existing léws regulating 
pawnbrokers. In the jatter event, of course, 
they could modify the rules governing the 
company so as to bring it strictly within the 
scope of the law, and at the same time loan 
money at a much lower rate and 
upon easier terms than are now 
asked by the pawnbrokers. Such an institu- 
tionin St. Louis would be of inestimable 
benefit to cverv poor man or woman Ww ho is 
forced at times to secure a loan on personal 
property to obtain the very necessaries of 
life. As matters stand at present, they are 
forced to go either to the pawnbrokers, or, 
what is worse, to 

THE “SHARKS” 

and “shavers” who do a pawnbroker’s busi- 
ness without his Jicense. Un«er the laws 
regulating pawnbrokers in this State, they 
are allowed to charge 5 per cent 
ver mouth on all sums loaned, not exceeding 

n amount $20, ard 3 per cent per month on 
all amounts over and above that sum, If the 
interest and principal are not paid at the 
end of the month the pledge is partially for- 
feited—that is the pawnbroker ts not bound 
to accept merely the interest after that time, 
and thus keep the loan alive. But the pawn- 
er has the privilege at any time within sixty 
days after this partial forfeiture. upon pay- 
ment of interest and principal to date, of 
redeeming his pledge. ‘This latter provision 
of the law is not generally known, and thou- 
sands of poor persons who are unable to 
meet the interest at theend of the first 
month think their pledge is wholly forfeited 
and make no further effort to redeem it. In 
this way pawnbrokers obtain many valuable 
articles which might have been redeemed 
had the unfortunate person who pledged 
them only known the law. 

The modes and methods of the “money 
lenders’ and “sharks” who put out their 
money ;at usurious rates of interest are, 
if le worse than those of the pawn- 
brokers. heir business {fs wholly Ulegal 
and their unfortunate victims would not be 
compelied to pay the exorbitant interest 
charged by them if they had the courage and 
luck to bring them before the bar of justice. 

Sut, in most instances, dreading the mortifi- 
cation of an exposure, or being ignorant of 
their legai rights, they quietiy submit to the 
swindling and wholesale robbery of these, 

HUMAN VULTURES. 

If this new project of forming a 
Collateral Loan Companv is carried into 
effect, the pawnbrokers will be compelled to 
reduce their rates of interest and the 
“sharks” and “shavers” who now live on 
the necessities of the poor will have to re- 
sort to sume other business to earn a liveli- 
hood. 

In order to obtain an expression of opin- 
lon from those gentlemen who have been 
prominently interested in every charity that 
tends to alleviaie the condition of the poor, 
a Post-Dispatcn reporter calied upon a 
fow of them and obtained the following ip- 
terviews: 

MR. JOSEPH O'NEILL, 
one of the officers of the St. Vincent de Paul 

Society, said: “lam very glad to hear that 
such a project is afvot. 1 have often thought 
of the outrages chargeous of the pawnbrokers 
and pitied the poor persons who were forced 
to go to them for money. I understand they 
charge 5 per cent per month. This is shame- 
ful. Why, people complain of paying 8 per 
cent per annum to the banks. What must it 
be, then, to be forced to pay 60 per cent?” 

“Do you think the scheme a feasible one?” 

“Weill, asto that, I cannotsay. I nave 
not given the matter any consideration. 
There would be serious obstacles to be met. 
The company wou'!d have to \e conducted on 
purely business principles to make anything 
like a success. ‘The poor, asa class, are very 
peculiar—the more vou give them, the more 
they want—and if they get achance, I am 
sorry to say, they will not hesitate to take 
advantage of a benefactor. However, I 
think if the company were well organized, 
and the proper men placed in charge, there 
would be no difficulties that could not 
be overcome.” 

“Could not such a company be made to co- 
operate with the St. Vincent de Paul and 
Provident Societies ?”’ 

“I see no reason at present why it should 
not. ‘The object of both societies ts the same, 
and I am sure there are gentlemen of means 
in them, who would cheerfully aid any pro- 
ject tending to better the condition of the 
poor. But, as 1 said, this is.a matter for 
mature consideration. lam glad the Posrt- 
DisPATCH has takenit up, and I hope it 
may result in the formation of a company 
such as you suggest.” 

MR. D. K. FERGUSON, 

residentof the Mechanics’ Bank, said the 
dea was anew one to bim. He haa not 
thought of itand hence could not give an 
opinion of aay. Wenent in the matter. If the 
company in ston had proved a success he 
Saw no reason why we should not have an 
equally successful one here. The company 
to ve a success, from a business standpoin 
would have to be managed by a aet o 
Strongly eonservative men.
